Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest an alkali-free boro-alumino silicate glass which 
comprises the specified amounts of helium and/or neon as recited in the claims. See the 
Applicants' arguments, the Certified English Translation of the priority document which 
overcomes the Kawamoto et al. reference, and the Declaration in view of the Buehl reference. 
These documents arc found persuasive to overcome both the Kawamoto et al and Buehl 
references.
